BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 28A.225.225 and 1999 c¢c 198 s 2 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Except for students who reside out-of-state, a district shal
accept applications from nonresident students who are the children of
full-time certificated and classified school enployees, and those
children shall be permtted to enroll:

(a) At the school to which the enployee is assigned; or

(b) At a school formng the district's Kthrough 12 conti nuum whi ch
i ncludes the school to which the enpl oyee is assigned.

(2) Adistrict may reject applications under this section if:

(a) The student's disciplinary records indicate a history of

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convictions for offenses or crines, violent or disruptive behavior, or
gang nenber shi p;

(b) The student has been expelled or suspended froma public school
for nore than ten consecutive days. Any policy allowng for
readm ssion of expelled or suspended students under this subsection
(2)(b) mnmust apply wuniformly to both resident and nonresident
applicants; or

(c) Enrollnment of a child under this section wiuld displace a child
who is a resident of the district, except that if a child is admtted
under subsection (1) of this section, that child shall be permtted to
remain enrolled at that school, or in that district's Kkindergarten
through twelfth grade continuum wuntil he or she has conpleted his or
her school i ng.

(3) Except as provided in subsection (1) of this section, all
districts accepting applications from nonresident students or from
students receiving hone-based instruction for admssion to the
district's schools shall consider equally all applications received.
Each school district shall adopt a policy establishing rational, fair,
and equi tabl e standards for acceptance and rejection of applications by
June 30, 1990. The policy may include rejection of a nonresident
student if:

(a) Acceptance of a nonresident student would result in the
di strict experiencing a financial hardship;

(b) The student's disciplinary records indicate a history of
convictions for offenses or crinmes, violent or disruptive behavior, or
gang nenber ship; or

(c) The student has been expell ed or suspended froma public school
for nmore than ten consecutive days. Any policy allowng for
readm ssion of expelled or suspended students under this subsection
((H)) (3)(c) nmust apply uniformy to both resident and nonresident
appl i cants.

For purposes of subsections ((3)) (2)(a) and (3)(b) of this
section, "gang" neans a group which: (i) Consists of three or nore
persons; (ii) has identifiable |eadership; and (iii) on an ongoing
basis, regularly conspires and acts in concert mainly for crimna
pur poses.

((&)) (4) The district shall provide to applicants witten
notification of the approval or denial of the application in a tinely

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manner. |If the applicationis rejected, the notification shall include
the reason or reasons for denial and the right to appeal under RCW
28A. 225. 230(3) .

Sec. 2. RCW 28A 225.270 and 1990 1st ex.s. ¢ 9 s 205 are each
anmended to read as foll ows:

(1) Each school district in the state shall adopt and inplenment a
policy allowng intradistrict enrollnment options no |ater than June 30,
1990. Each district shall establish its own policy establishing
standards on how the intradistrict enrollnment options wll Dbe
i npl enent ed.

(2) Adistrict shall permt the children of full-tinme certificated
and classified school enployees to enroll at:

(a) The school to which the enployee is assigned; or

(b) A school formng the district's K through 12 conti nuum which
includes the school to which the enployee is assigned.

(3) For the purposes of this section, "full-tinme enployees" neans
enpl oyees who are enployed for the full nunber of hours and days for
their job description.

*NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 320
RCWto read as foll ows:

Each school district shall report to the superintendent of public
instruction the nunber of students that apply for enroll nent under RCW
28A. 225.225(1) or 28A. 225.270(2) and the nunmber of total students
applying for transfers that were denied enroll nment. The superi ntendent
of public instruction shall conpile the data and report it to the
| egi sl ature by Decenber 1, 2004.

"I am returning herewith, wthout ny approval as to section 3,
Engrossed Substitute Senate Bill No. 5142 entitl ed:

"AN ACT Relating to permtting children of certificated and

classified school enployees to enroll at the school where the
enpl oyee i s assigned;”
This bill requires, upon application, that school districts enrol

children of their certificated and classified school enployees in
the school to which the enployee is assigned, or to one of the

schools in the feeder school system for the school to which the
enpl oyee i s assi gned.

Section 3 of this bill would have provided for certain reporting
requi renents. The veto of this section has been requested by the
Superintendent of Public Instruction, and has the concurrence of the
bill sponsor and the sponsor of the Section 3 anendnent.
Nonet hel ess, I understand that the Superintendent of Public
Instruction intends to provide information regarding the provisions
of this bill to the legislature by nmeans of a survey. | support
this | ess burdensone approach.

For these reasons, | have vetoed section 3 of Engrossed Substitute

Senate Bill No. 5142.

Wth the exception of section 3, Engrossed Substitute Senate Bill
No. 5142 is approved.”
